Plants Crossing From the States 
Canada 


Mr. James A. Farrell, president 
the United States Steel Corpora: 
in testifying as to the corporati 
export trade in the - United Sta. 
Government suit, referred to the Ca 
adian business in part as foliows:— 


“Through Montreal we sell abo 
60,000 tons of wire product a year 
sheet iron, mine rails, and sometime: 
standard raiis, when they cannot be 
supplied by Canadian mills. We are 
now supplying the Canadian Northern 
25,000 tons of rails 
shipped by boat from Chicago and 
thence by rail to Calgary, where they 
cost $47.13, delivered. At Vancouver 
we supply much material, but the 
freight rate from Pittsburgh there is 
$18 a ton.” 

If all these iron and steel products 
were made in Canada their manufac- 
ture would provide profitable employ- 
ment for hundreds of Canadian work- 
men. Solely because of ‘the Canadian 
tariff the United States Steel Corpor. 
ation is to establish a Canadian plant 
at Sandwich, Ontario. . 

The initia! outlay is to be $10,000,000 
and the transfer of the mills will 
mean the erection of a new Canadian 
city of prosperous workmen, who will 
require the services of merchants, and 
professiona! wen and who will sup- 
ply a new local market for the far- 
mers of the country roundabout.

FLAME CHECKING DOORS. 


Novel Device For ERE Dust Ex- 
plosion Fires in Mines. 

Doors that will slum themselves 
shut when fire comes.ulung and throw 
pans of water over tbe oncoming 
flames are the latest devices for stop- 

ping the terrible dust explosion fires in 
coal mines. The rea! marvel of the 
doors is tha. they do not wait until 
the fire gets to them, but promptly go 
into action while there Is- still time to 
shut off the flames. 

The doors, placed-at intervals along 
the mine passages are ordinarily kept 
swung back against the walls, and on 
them are balanced several pans filled 
with water. A dust explosion in a coal 
mine rushes rapidiy through all the 
open passages, but the flames are pre- 
ceded by a sudden draft or air pres- 
sure. This draft will shut the.doors in 
time to head off the finmes, and as the 
doors slam the water from the pans is 
thrown in the direction from which 
the fire is coming. 

The same principle of utilizing the 


precursive air wave is the basis of | 


most of the systems now rapidly being 
applied In coal mines to check the dust 
explosions. 

One method that has had much atten- 
tion of late is to keep all the passages 
well sprinkled with stone dust, with 
piles of it stored on shelves along the 
passageways. When the air wave 
comes along ahead of the fire this 
stone dust is stirred up into the air 
and acts something like a blanket in 
smothering the coal durt fames—fat- 
urday Evening Post. ~ 


Daylight at All Hours. 

Dr. Herbert B. Ives of London has 
invented daylight, he says. Scientific 
men have worked for years trying to 
accomplish this task, Dr. Ives has 
been at work for at least a dozen, and 
be asserts he has finally produced a 
light which is in every way equal to 
sunshine. The scientist has designed 
a powerful incandescent lamp with a 
special oantle, which is so placed in.a 

cabinet he bas designed that its rays 
are immediately beneath a reflector. 
This is made of metal, and the light ts 
forced downward through a series of 
delicately colored screeus, so arranged 
that the average rays which are not 
found in the nortli light are eliminated, 
and the effect, it is said, te that of a 


perfect harmony of light swailar in 


every way to the rays of the sun.

RARE SLEEPING PALM. 


One That Was Brought Here From the 
South Sea Islands. 

A specimen of the rare sleeping 
palm has been found in Golden Gate 
park, probably the only one in the 
United States. Curnter Barron of the 
park museum discovered it as he was 
walking in the park with aun young 
son. 

The tree, which was promehe to this 
country forty yeara ugo by a famous 
Australian botanist. William Rvubin- 
son, gites out a peculinr aromatic odor. 
Barron smelled the exotic fragrance 
and discovered the tree. whose upper 
branches were laden with a beautiful 
rainbow hued flower giving forth a 
heavy perfume. 

Around the base of the tree were the 
dead bodies of smal! nnimais and birds. 
Barron soon felt drowsiness stealing 
over him, his son couplaining of the 
same feeling. 

It was found that the tree, which 
had originally been brought from one 
of the south sea islnnds, belonged to 
the species Cocineae somnambulae, or 
sleeping palm,-which blooms only once 
in fifty years and the flowers of which 
were formerly used as a drug by the 
islanders, 

Samples of the flowers have been 
sent to the medical department of the 
University of Californin, where a test 
will be made to discover the source of 
their peculiar properties.—Exchange.

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RAFFLED HIS SALARY. 


South African Official Has Hit on a 
Profitable Scheme, 


A well-known statesman once said 
that no amount of legislation would 
ever stop a man from gambling. Peo- 
ple would bet.on the slightest pre- 
text and on the smallest things, They 
would éven bet on a lump of suga” a 
fly would settle on. That this is true 
of conditions at the present moment 
is exemplified by the rage for raffling 
which ts now prevailing in Johannes- 
burg and Pretoria. 

When one has anything, from a 
house to a bicycle, to dispose of, the 
method of getting rid of it is that of 
raffilng, and the American system is 
in great favor, and that is that the 
tickets run from a penny up to, ray, 
ten or twenty shillings. In both of 
the t.wns mentioned there are dc~-- 
ens of people selling tickets for ev ry 
conceivable article. Motor-cars, mot- 
or-bicycles, suites of furniture, jewel- 
ry, etc., soon entice the unwary, and 
tickets are sold like wildfire. 

The limit, however, has been 
rached by an official in the Palaze of 
Justice, Pretoria, who recently hit up- 
on the ingenious idea of raffling his 
salary, and incidentally augmenting 
his own income for the month. His 
Salary was, say, $100, and he wrote 
out tickets which, when sold, brought 
him in $125. The drawing resulted 
in one of the messenger boys gaining 
the prize, much to the chagrin of the 
other men in the office. The money 
was, of course, paid orer to the lad, 
who was naturally overpleased with 
himself. Such a windfall did not come 
his way every day. Typewritten 
sheets have been circulated through 
certain of the departments giving a 
list of articles of household furniture, 
the first prize being the main bed- 
room suite, and so on downwards to 
a set of pots or a pen of chickens, In 
every case there has been no trouble 
in selling the tickets, and so imbued 
with the gambling spirit are the los- 
ers that even if they fail to secure a 
prize they are not deterred in the 
least from ‘‘trying their luck.” 


Money Lending Scandals. 


There seems every possibility that 
Lord Newton’s bill to amend the 
Money Lenders’ Act in Britain will 
become law very soon, 
said his lordship, ‘‘will stop circulars 
being sent to anybody, unless a 
money-lender has a written request 
for one received within the preceding 
seven days. It would also prevent 
money-lenders from surreptitiously 
trading under an alias as they often 
do,”’ and he proceeded to describe a 
very prevalent practice which the 
bill will stop. A money-lender gets 
a client heavily into debt, and. then 
the client when he does not know 
where to turn re tives a circular 
from what is 2 irently another 
money-lender, but really from the 
Same man under an alias. The client 
gets advances from him, and thus 
gets hopelessly into the money-lend- 
er’s clutches. Everybody recognizes 
that such a bill is absolutely neces- 
sary in order to prevent the money- 
lending scandals which have been so 
frequent of late. As a West-end 
solicitor explained to the writer the 
other day, young men of goo’ family 
live beyond their income, receive 
quietly through the post tempting 
circulars, offering a loan on no ap- 
parent security, and think it is easy 
to borrow $1,000 or $1,500, un- 
known to their relatives, only to find 
they are in hopeless difficulties at the 
end of twelve months or so,

“(DAIRY ACRES”? 


While glancing over the results of 
the dairy herd competition given at 
the recent dairy convention, one 
could not help being struck by the 
yields - 7,317 pounds of milk: 214 
pounds of fat per cow. 

During the same session a chart 
was displayed indicating that some 
farms are producing very little milk, 
one was listed giving a yield of only 
125 pounds of milk per acre. 

When a dairy farm growing corn, 
oats, clover and alfalfa, and having 
pretty good pasture, it should not 
be very difficult to produce 2,000 


pounds of milk per acre and at the 


same time increase the fertility of 
the soil. This system should yield 
an income of over thirty dollars per 
acre instead of the insignificant aver- 
age of five dollars and seventy nine 
cents which was the average yield 
per acre cultivated including pas- 
ture given officially as the average 
return from five thousand cows in 


more than the cows; are yours just 
common acres, or dairy acres? 

The herd will average up better if 
the poor cows are weeded out. Do 


by the dairy division, Ottawa. State 
lin your letter if you want forms for 
weighing every day, or only on three 
days per month. Is there any good 
reason why your cows should not 
average at least six thousand pounds 
of milk?

Keeping the Rural 


Teacher. 


The problem of keeping a teacher 
in a rural school for any consider- 
able length of time has been sucess- 
fully met by a school in Ontario. 
Marden School, situated some four 
miles from Guelth, Ontario, during
